VIRGINIA’S DEBT, 

The Virginia legislatura hag suc- 
ceeded in maturing another funding 
bill. To explain its provisions, it will 
be necessary to recall the act of 1871. A 
settlement with West Virginia was 
found to be impracticable, and in 187] 
a funding bill was passed, authorizing 
the issue ot new bonds in all cases in 
which the holders of old bonds would 
r-mit one-third of the amount due, and 
wait thirty-four years for the remain- 
ing two-thirds. This created the conso 
debt, which amourts to something over 
twenty millions. The now funding bil! 
provides that the bonds irsued under 
the fundir.g ects of March 30, 1871, anc 
March 7, 1872, shall be excharged for 
registered bonds be ring interest at 
the rate of three per cent. for eighteen 
years, and four per cent. for thirty-two 
more years, principal and interest to 
be exempt from taxation by state

&N EDUUATIONAL FUND 


The committee on education and 
labor ings decided to report buck the 
bill providing that the net proceeds of 
the sales ofthe public lands shall be 
forever consecrated and set apart for 
the education of the people. Tne act 
is not to have any effect to repeal, im-~- 
pairor Auspend any law authorizing 
the preezaption of public lands or en- 
try of pzbliclands for homesteads, Lor 
as limiting in any manner the power 
of congress to alter or extend the 
right of hozwestead upon such lands, 
n rshall it be held to limit or abridge 
the power of congress over the pubtic 
domain, or interfere with the granting 
of bounty lands. Thesecretary of the 
treasury is required, on or before the 
3ist of July in each year, to apportion 
to the several states and territories and 
to ithe District of Columbia, upon the 
basis of the population of the states 
and territories between the ages of five 
aud twenty-one years, the net proceeds 
ef the sales of public lands for the pre- 
vious year; provided, that after five 
years, balf of the net proceeds, and af 
ter ten years, the whole of the same 
shall be set apart ag au 
educational fund, which funds shail 
be invested in bends of the 
United States, bearing a rate of inter~ 
est not ‘ess than 4 percentum pereén- 
num, both principal and interest paya~ 
vie in coin, the interest on this educas 


cional fund only to be appropriated as 
above provided, and that for the first 
ten years the distribution cf the ne 
proceeds of the fund to and among the 
severul states, territories and district of 
Columbia shall be made according to 
phe numb. + of their respeciive popula- 
tion of ten years old and upwaids who 
cannot reud and write, as shown from 
tme to time by the Jast preceding 
published census of the U aited States. 
The first apportionment is to be made 
on or befure July, 1878,when the states 
and territories shall be entitled to re- 
ceive their distributive shares. Mr. 
| Goode will offer an amendment pro~ 
viding that one-four‘h of the moneys 
appropria‘ed by this bill shall be given 
to agricultural colleges and institutions 
of learning established in aceordance 
with the act of congress of July 2, 1862, 
unless ip any case the state legislature 
shall otherwise direct. 

The bill etands a good chance of pes 
sage. It will give Georvia about $170,- 
000 a year, which, with half of the ren- 
tal of the s‘ate road, wou!d be a hand- 
some support for our public schoo!

THE PRESS AND PUBLIC OPINION. 


To the want of intelligent criticism on 
the part «f tte press is ascribed the 
want of a superior class of public men, 
“There are exc_ptions, but,’ added a 
distinguisbed state officie] sorrowfully, 
“the standard of public service is de- 
plorab!y lew.” Oue might go farther 
astray ; for the press has not done it 
duty to the public. I’ has not fully and 
fei Lfully reilected public opinion. It 
has ground its own axe extensively. 
here hes »eem plenty of comment 
on public men and measures; but as a 
rule it hae not been discriminating 
or always just. Every mail 
adds to Georgia’s list of noble, gifted, 
even godlike, sons They are es nu 
merous as her colonels. This ungnali~ 
fied adulation is as distastefal to the 
intelligent reader as it is hurtful to the 
public man upon whose , head it is vis- 
ited; for human nature is sure to 
supply in the way of comment either 
disgust or jealousy. Of a similar 
nature is @ e veepirg denunciation of 
a public man’s career, or of the work 
ofa public body. Criticism of this 
nature is almcst invariably unjust, and | 
never produc’ive of g»od. Such criti- 
cism is not confined to the country 
press, unless that term includes al; 
papers not metropoliian. 

The average reader does not care 
much for #.y man’s dead past, 
no matter how much he may 
have served the state. A'!l euch 
articios should be crowded out by 
searching, uveparing criticisms of the 
acts of that man as they occur. Every 
important public act and utterance of 
a servant of the people should be sifted 
and analysed until ths whole truth is 
made plain. The pubiic good demands 


the freest possiole expression of opin- 


ion as to current acts and utter- 
ances of publicmen. That expression 
must asa rule appear in the columns of 
the press; for the voice of the press is 
or should be the voice of the people. 
The want of such criticiagg in the past 
is peverely felt at the present time. For 
the sake of the future this should be 
remedied. 

We need in Georgia, pexhaps above 
any other state, the benefits of search- 
ing, discrémineting aad intelligent crit- 
‘icism, theré being practicelly but one 


party in the sigte, Two evenly-bal- 


aneed parties generally manages to keep 
each other reasonably honset and effi- 
cient; but in the absences of such a 


readiness to make an cxchange. The 
bill also provides thatthe owners of 
other interest bearing bonds, which 
were not funded under the acts men- 
tioned, may fund two-thirds of the 
amount thereof, together with two- 
thirds ofthe accrued interest thereon 
in the bonds as above described. The 
new coupons are not receivab!e for tax- 
es or other state dues. The tota! debt 
of the state under the bill would be 
about thirty-two millions, the interest 
upon which would be less than‘a‘mil- 
lion dol'iars. The as-essed veluation of 
the property is about $321,000,000, and 
a tax of six mills would probably pay the 
interest and meet any deficiency in the 
state expenses. 

But it is doubtful whether the hold~ 
ers of the bonds will accept the terms 
of the bill—whether it is not a funding 
bill that will not fund.- A London firm 
that holds $1,500,000 of theee bonds has 
already notified the authorities of the 
state that it will accept nothing less 
than four per cent interest, payable 
in gold in London, and receivable 
for taxes and all other demands 
due the state. The foreign holders will 
probably kick against the proposition, 
but in the Jong run they will be apt to 
accept the now b nds if ihey cau get 
noihinvg better. At any rate the R ch- 
mond Dispatch corgratulates the peo- 
ple of Virginia upon the passage of the 
bill. Il: adcs: ‘“Itgives us peace now, 
and ilivemines that progpeacrt a 
week ago seemed hopelessly becloud- 
ed.”

IN 14Hb KAS. 


A war credit of 66,000,000 florins 
has been voted for the mobil'zation 
of the Austrian ermy to defend Ans- 
tro-Hungarian interests, and the Vi- 
enna rews is far from vacific. The 
preparations for war steadily pro- 
gressed in England during the past 
week. The English fleet in the Sea 
of Marmora has changed its anchorage 
to the gulf of Ismid, which is near Scu- 
tari, with which it is connected by 
rail. This brings the big guns and iron 
walls of Admiral Hornby very near 
Constantinople. The Besika bay 
squadron has been strengtLened until 
it is stronger than the = fleet 
in the gulf of Ismid, and the 
whole of it is now _ inside 
the Dardanelies. The channel fleet will 
soon, it is statcd, re enforce Admiral 
Hornby, thus giving England a naval! 
force that nothing on the water can 
stop except torpedoes. Nor have the 
Ruszians been idle. They have ad- 
vanced to the Bosphorus with a view 
to prevent in the case of war the But- 
ish fleet from entering the Black sea, 
on which are Odessa and Sebastopol. 
‘They are also occupying the villazes 
near Constantinopie, and are construct- 
inga line of works across the peninsula 
on which Gallipoli is situated. No 
doubt they are accumulating war mate- 
rial and strengthening strategic points 
throughout all European Turkey in an- 
ticipation of war with Austria and Eng- 
land, | 
But we still maintain that there will be 
no war. The treaty between Turkey 
and Russia wiil be published as goon as 
it is ratified by the czar; and if this 
does not remove the hindrances to an 
assem b.ingof the congressat Berlin, we 
believe that Bismarck will find a soiu- 
tion forall ths troublesome preliminary 
questions. At present the indications 
are that, if the congress is assembled 
at all, all parts of the Russo Turkish 
treaty will be discussed, with the un- 


bound by the conclusions of the body 
This is certainly not a very satis 
factory state of things when three 
great powers are arming as if war had 
already been declared. 

The chief difficulty seems to re'ate 
to the boundaries of Bulgaria. The 
western boundary of this new semi- 
independent principality, as defined in 
the treaty, follows the Sorvian frontier, 
thence past Mitrovitza ard Wranja to 
the headquarters of the Karesu, fol- 
lowing its course to its mouth at Con- 
tessa or Rendina gulf on the Archipel- 
ago. Thence the line sweeps along the 
coast to Yenidge, half way between 
Kawala and Dedeagh, whence it strikes 
abruptly northeast to Tchermen, a 
short distance northwest of Adrianop'e, 
past which latier city it sweeps due 
west to Hek'm Tabiassi, ‘a small port 
on the Black sea, about seventy miles 
north of Constantinople in a direct line. 
The east line stretches along the Black 
sea to Mangalia, and from this point 
runs northwest to Raesova on the 
Danube, thus cutting off the Dobrud- 
scha, which is given to Russia, and 
which the latter proposes to exchange 
with Roumania for the Bessara*ian 
strip. The Danube from Rassova to 
Widin forms the north boundary. All 
that is left of Turkey in Kurope is the 
peninsula whose base is the liné drawn 
from Hekim Tabiassi to Yenidge.

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Eprrors Constitution: Please cor- 

rect some inaccurate statements in your issue oi 

yesterday relative to the unfortunate Gus John- 

son, hanged at Rome, on Friday last. First, in 

the sketch of his life you say that he was ac 

customed to swear at the teachings of the 

priest, aud frequently bee >me impatient with 

him. This statementis not correct, Mr. John- 

son never cursed or swore in jail in my pres 

ence. He never became impatient with me, He 
never said a disrespectful word to me. | was vis. 
iting a colored man in jail by name of Horshaw, 
when Mr. Johnson expressed a wish to see me, 
to which I accedea. He was the first to speak 
of religion. He said he wanted to become @ 
Catbolic, and die in that faith; that he believed 
it to be the only true religion. I instructed him 
about three months, and baptized him two 
weeks ago. By the reception of this sacrament 
he became a member of the Catholic Church‘ 
and professed the Catholic faith. I have not 
heard that he made any renunciation of that 
creed since, On the coutrary, he gave proof of 
sincerity by going to confession three times 
since his baptism. He also professed himself a 
Catholic in the presence of several persons, and 
requested two acquaintances of his to embrace 
that faith. I musteeay I am at a loss to know 
on what autherity your telegraph informant 
says ‘‘he professed no religion and took no in- 
terest whateverin the religious services and 
talk of the priests.” 

In relating the scenes immediately before his 
execution you say that the officiating priest 
gave him a bottie of holy water to drink, and 
that he dashed it to the ground with a curse, 
This is not a fact. Therc was nota drop of 
holy water on the piace. He craved for mor- 
phine to quiet his nerves, and instead of mor- 
phine he received some qainine dissolved in 
water, which, by a uatural impulse, he immedi- 
ately spat out. indignantly saying that he 
knew it was quinine, but at the time 
he uttered no curse. You also published tha 
he ascended the scaffold with a drunken swag- 
ger. ThisI say is an exaggeration. ’Tis true 
he took three or four small drinks between the 
time of his leaving the jail and the execution in 
order to steady his nerves and keep him from 
fainting, but he was pot drunk; he was in full 
possession of his reason. To the correctness Of 
this the officers of the law and the attending 
physician can testify. A few moments before 
his death he publicly expressed sorrow for bis 
deeds, aud asked for a crucifix, which be tena- 
ciously held in his hande tili life was extinct. 
I hope that the furnishing of these facts is suf- 
ficient to induce you to correct the impression 
likely to be made by the article in yesterday’s
